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(1) Introduction 


The belief in the Unseen (Al-Gayb) is fundamental to Islam. 
It includes the belief in Allah’, His Message and 
Messengers, including the final Prophet, Muhammad * 
(38)5, as the foundation for all Islamic teachings. This belief 


is based on convincing evidence and profound wisdom. 
We, the Muslims, believe in:

Allah - the only true God, besides whom there is 
none worthy of worship. He is the uncreated and 
sole Creator, Sustainer and Lord of the entire 
Creation. He has no partner, assistant, equal or 
rival. He does not have any child or parent. He is 
unique and distinct from His creation. None of His 
creations resembles Him. He is the All-Knowing, the 
All-Powerful, the Lord and Cherisher of the Worlds, 
the Greatest, the Ever-Living, the Most Gracious, 
the Most Merciful. 

The angels created by Allah from the light which 
too is a creation of Allah. Angels have allocated 
tasks and never disobey Allah. They are not 
considered to have any gender. The Qur’an 37:150; 
43:19; and 53:27-28 disapprove of the female 
gender which the idolaters ascribed to them. 
Muslim scholars are unanimous that the angels do 
not eat, drink or reproduce. The names of few 
angels are revealed in the Glorious Qur’an and the 
Saheeh Ahadeeth which include Jibreel (Gabriel), 
Mika’eel (Michael), Israafeel and Malak-ul-Mawt 
(the Angel of Death). 

The Prophets, who are the finest men chosen by 
Allah to whom He sent revelations for the guidance 
of people, starting with Aadam (Adam) - the first

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human being - and including Nooh (Noah), 
Sulayman (Solomon), Dawood (David), Ibraheem 
(Abraham), Musa (Moses), Eesa (Jesus) among 
many others —- peace be upon them - and 
concluding with the final Prophet, Muhammad (28). 

(iv) | The Books revealed by Allah to His Prophets, 
including the Torah revealed to Musa (alayhis- 
salaam)', the Zaboor revealed to Dawood (alayhis- 
salaam), the Injeel revealed to Eesa (alayhis-salaam) 
and the Qur’an revealed to Muhammad (8). 

(v) The Day of Judgment - a Day, after the end of this 
world, when all humankind will be resurrected by 
Allah and held accountable and recompensed for 
what they did in this world. The righteous (who 
worship Allah alone and obey His Messenger) will 
enter Paradise and the wicked (who worship other 
than Allah and deny His Messenger) will enter Hell. 

(vi) Al-Qadr which is the Destiny which Allah has 
destined for every creature. Human destiny 
includes that we are given a limited free will to 
make choices between good and evil during this 
worldly life for which we will be held accountable 
on the Day of Judgment. 


These are the six fundamental articles of our Faith.’ All of 
them are related to the Unseen. Though the companions 
of the Prophets saw the Prophets but the belief that they 
were the Prophets is related to the Unseen. Whenever 
Allah sent His Messengers, He also gave them miracles 
and signs to convince their people beyond any doubt that 
they were indeed the Messengers of Allah. These miracles 
and signs could be seen and observed by the people. They 
were from among those things which are visible and 
observable (Ash-Shahadah) with the will of Allah. No 
creation has any knowledge except what Allah has 
granted to it. Only Allah has full knowledge of the all

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things, whether in Al-Gayb or in Ash-Shahadah. Prophet 
Muhammad (8) was given several miracles, the 


paramount of which is the Glorious Qur’an. 


The Arabic word ‘Islam’ means to submit your will 
to Allah and acquire peace. Islam is the only religion and 
way of life ordained by Allah since the very beginning 
through all His Prophets from Aadam to Muhammad 
(peace be upon them). It is the only Religion and Way of 
Life acceptable before Him." It is not a new religion nor is 
Muhammad (28) its founder. The fundamental sources to 
know about Islam are the Qur’an and the Saheeh 
Ahadeeth. The Qur’an is the Speech of Allah — not created, 
but revealed by Him to His final Messenger, Prophet 
Muhammad (#%), who memorized it, implemented it 
practically, taught it to his companions and made the 
scribes among his companions record it. The Saheeh 
Ahadeeth are the authentic narrations in which the 
Sunnah or the Way of the Prophet () is recorded. The 
Sunnah of the Prophet (#) includes his sayings, actions, 
approvals etc. The Saheeh Ahadeeth act as explanation of 
the Qur’an and they never contradict the Qur’an. There 
are many books of Hadeeth, such as Saheeh Al-Bukhari, 
Saheeh Muslim, and several others. The Qur’an and the 
Saheeh Ahadeeth are the only final and infallible authority 
in Islam. The five basic principles of Islam are (i) to bear 
witness that there is no god but Allah and that 
Muhammad #% is the Messenger of Allah, (ii) to establish 
the Salah, (iii) to pay the Zakah, (iv) to fast (the month of) 
Ramadhaan and (v) to perform pilgrimage to the House 
(i.e., the Ka’bah in Makkah) if one has the means.” 


If a person does not see or know God or is in doubt 
about God’s existence, it does not justify the denial of the

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existence of God. For instance, if | do not know you or | 
am in doubt about your existence, it does not mean that 
you do not exist. A person may be unaware or doubtful or 
lazy to know that Islam is the truth. However, ignorance 
or doubt or laziness to know about anything does not 
negate the existence of that thing. Some people say, “The 
(absolute) truth is unknown and unknowable,” however, 
this statement of theirs is also not the (absolute) truth 
according to this statement itself. And they contradict 
themselves again when they presume that they know 
enough about the (absolute) truth to assert that it is 
unknowable and unknown. Moreover, if they do not 
know, it does not mean that no one else knows. Hence, 
their statement is self-refuting. This book discusses some 
proofs for the truthfulness of Islam. It is intended to 
present the message in a very brief manner, provide 
satisfactory answers to the sincere seekers of truth and 
encourage them to study more. A study material is 
recommended at the end of the book for more details and 
knowledge about Islam. 


One of the grand and noble aspects of Islam, 
which is one of the major reasons for the rapid, peaceful 
and organic spread of Islam throughout the world, is that 
it encourages reasoning and seeking knowledge. The 
Qur’an repeatedly instructs us to seek knowledge and 
understanding, to reason and ponder the creation of Allah 
and consider our own selves and reflect on the verses of 
the Qur’an stating that there are signs, proofs and 
evidences for Islam being the truth. The Saheeh Ahadeeth 
also exhort us to seek beneficial knowledge. Some of such 
Qur’anic verses and Saheeh Ahadeeth are presented here 
with English interpretation of their meanings.

(2) The Natural Religion confirmed by the 


Revelation — the Qur’an and the Sunnah 


The belief in Allah is not only the inevitable outcome of 
sound intellectual reasoning and overwhelming evidence 
but it is also natural to human being. A major research in 
the University of Oxford’s Centre for Anthropology and 
Mind concluded that the belief in God is part of human 
nature.’ Dr Justin L. Barret, who directed the project, said 
that human beings are “born believers”.* There are other 
researches also which say that the belief in God is hard- 
wired into the human brain? and that the people who are 
most satisfied and happy with their lives are those who 
believe in God (especially those who believe in the 
Oneness of God)* while those who disbelieve in God are 
the least happy as a whole with the highest suicide rate.° 
There are other researches also which affirm this fact. 


Moreover, when one is caught in a problem, 
especially when one is disconnected from everyone and 
there is no one who can listen and help (except God), then 
calling God for help even by those who deny the existence 
of God also shows that this belief in the All-Knowing and 
All-Powerful God is natural. Just as everyone knows that 
justice is right and injustice is wrong, similarly the 
knowledge and consciousness of Allah’s existence is 
inherent to every human being. Some conceal and do not

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affirm it. They befool themselves. Researches affirm this 
fact but one does not need any research since this 
knowledge is within him. The Arabic word ‘Kufr’ usually 
translated as ‘disbelief? also means ‘concealing’ (the 
truth) and ‘being ungrateful’ (to Allah). The Qur’an and 
the Saheeh Ahadeeth revive, confirm and strengthen the 
belief in Allah by providing more clear signs, decisive 
evidence and conclusive proof. Allah has not left human 
beings on their innate nature alone. Allah has sent His 
Guidance through His Prophets and Messengers from the 
very beginning to all people and in all ages, besides giving 
us a sound nature and ability to reason. The majority of 
people in history have had the belief in God, although they 
associated with Him in different times and places, due to 
various influences, some other beings. The best 
explanation of this natural belief in the one true God is 
that Allah has put this into human being.

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The psychological constitution of human being is 
such that he believes in Allah, unless he is conditioned to 
disbelieve.

An 
unbiased study of the Creation and the Qur’an 
strengthens a person’s belief in Allah and in His Message 
and Messengers. 
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(3) The Scientific Facts and the Qur’an 


The Glorious Qur’an speaks with the perfect knowledge 
of the Creator about His creation. It convinces a sincere 
seeker of truth that it is the truth from Allah, the one and 
only true God. The facts mentioned in the Qur’an 1400 
years ago and confirmed recently by science raise the 
question of the source of information in the Qur’an which 
is none other than Allah. These include:

The Arabic verb used is Kawwara which means ‘to overlap’ 
or ‘to coil’ or ‘to wind’ (the way a turban is wound around 
the head) and ‘to make round or ball-shaped or spherical’. 
The coiling of the night and the day is thus like making a 
ball-shape which means that the earth, around which they 
are coiled, is like a ball — a roughly spherical mass. The

The word as-Samaa translated as the sky basically means 
that which is above, high or lofty and it includes the seven 
heavens. Depending on the context, it refers to the 
atmosphere (for instance, when speaking about rain, 
clouds, being canopy etc.) or to the first heaven (as-Samaa 
ad-Dunya), the limits of which are best known to Allah 
alone, and if it occurs as Samawaat (plural), then it may 
refer to the layers of atmosphere, the zones of cosmos or 
to the seven heavens whose best interpretation is known 
to Allah alone. The atmosphere prevents the harmful 
radiation and matter from the outer space from reaching 
the earth. It acts as a protected ceiling and roof.

The list goes on and requires volumes to be explained. 
Amazing accuracies without errors! It must be noted that 
the Noble Qur’an is not a book of science but it is the book 
of guidance from Allah, the All-Knowing, for the whole of 
humankind. When it says, for instance, that human being 
has been created from Alaqah it is not to teach us 
embryology but to show us Allah’s signs and to point us 
towards our origin in order to put us at our proper place. 
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A lot has been written concerning Islam and modern 
sciences and the research in this field continues which will 
bring humankind closer to the Word of Allah, In Sha Allah. 
This booklet mentions only a few facts very briefly. Please 
refer to the Recommended Study Material for details on 
these and information about many others. 


It is common in every language that one word has 
many meanings and one has to take the right meanings. 
Some people ‘allege’ that words with multiple meanings 
are used in the Qur’an so that they fit in human 
understanding in every age. Though exceptional richness 
is amerit of the Arabic language, what is ‘alleged’ can be 
done only by the one who has complete knowledge of the 
language, he who knows every word with its every 
meaning and usage, he who is aware of human 
understanding — past, present and future. Only then can 
he make such a choice of words. This is far beyond human 
capacity! Moreover, fourteen centuries ago, there were 
no such Arabic dictionaries and lexicons as available 
today. And it should be noted that the Prophet (#%) was 
an Ummi (unlettered) and did not know how to read or 
write. This historical fact refutes much vain talk. Even 
today, it is not possible for a human being, who can read 
and write, to produce a book like the Qur’an. And 
remember that contrary to that of Nostradamus and the 
likes, the statements of the Glorious Qur’an (related to 
science, history and prophecies) are meaningful, clear, 
comprehensible and true. The words used are rich and 
wise, not vague. Please read the chapter The Inimitability 
of the Qur’an for details on linguistic miracle of the Qur’an. 
It is the mercy of Allah that the Qur’an can be understood 
in every age by those who sincerely strive to understand 
it. Allah has made the Qur’an easy to understand, 
remember and receive guidance. 
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Science is the knowledge which human being gets 
by means of observation of the cosmos (i.e., the creation) 
and various things and phenomena in it and reasoning 
based upon it. The Qur’an encourages it. However, it’s 
human to err (though not always) and, therefore, many a 
times science takes U-turns. For example: 


(i) According to the Qur’an, the sun and the moon rotate 
and revolve in their own orbits. Science once said that the 
sun revolves around the earth. Later, it said that the earth 
revolves around the sun. Since the motion is relative, still 
it cannot be concluded for sure who revolves around 
whon,, considering all the movements in the universe. 
(ii) Even after it was discovered that the planets revolved 
around the sun (by Copernicus in 1512) and rotated on 
their axes (by Kepler in 1609), it was still held that the sun 
was Stationary and did not revolve and rotate. The Qur’an 
says it does and it was proved later that the sun rotates 
on its axis and revolves around the centre of the galaxy. 
(iii) The law of conservation of mass and the law of 
conservation of energy — two separate laws earlier —- were 
proven to be false and replaced by mass-energy 
equivalence (E = mc’). According to new theory, mass and 
energy can neither be created nor destroyed but they just 
transform into one another. It may hold good to physical 
and chemical reactions but if applied absolutely to the 
cosmos, then it is no more than a conjecture and it would 
imply that mass and energy are eternal and that only mass 
and energy exist. However, what human being has 
observed or can observe is a very small portion of the 
cosmos and that too to a very small and limited degree. 
Things beyond human observation and imagination can 
surely exist as the observation and imagination of human 
being is extremely small and limited and nothing can be 
negated on account of this limitation alone. 

(iv) The atomism was proven false and the Qur’an says 
that there are things smaller than the atom. 
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(v) The concept of the relativity, as known today, was 
lately accepted in science. It carries a new theory of 
gravity and various new concepts and definitions, 
contrary to what was held before. 


These examples, among others, show the errors, 
limitations and imperfection of science and the hasty 
nature of human being. Not only theories and hypotheses 
(like Darwin’s which is only a conjecture at its best) but 
things which were once regarded as laws and facts in 
science were later disproved. We should neither disregard 
science altogether nor extol it beyond limits. We should 
give it its due credit while acknowledging its imperfection. 
Science is not the only source of knowledge. 


The Qur’an, on the other hand, is the Word of Allah 
and, therefore, none of its verses has been proven to be 
false for more than last fourteen centuries. Instead, the 
accuracy and perfection of the Qur’an is manifested again 
and again. It satisfies the human being of 21st century just 
as it satisfied the 7th century human being and this beauty 
of the Qur’an will last till eternity. It is from Allah — the All- 
Knowing, the All-Wise — whose wisdom and knowledge is 
absolutely perfect and complete. Science can never reach 
such excellence and perfection. We, the Muslims, want to 
make one thing very clear that our standard (yardstick) is 
not science but the Glorious Qur’an. 


Some people say, “Science explains how things 
work, we don’t need God as an explanation.” Just because 
through science we come to know how various things and 
phenomena work, it does not disprove Allah’s agency in 
them. Take, for instance, a mobile phone. Just because 
one comes to know how it works, that does not mean it 
has no manufacturer and programmer. Allah is the 
Creator and Ruler of the universe and nothing ever 
happens anywhere except with His permission. He is the 
agent on which every act, event and phenomenon 
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depends — whether we know its mechanics or not - and it 
is He who has given us knowledge and ability to gain 
knowledge. Some people even claim that the existence of 
similarities among various organisms supports 
Darwinism. However, this is not true. Take, for instance, 
vehicles. There are similarities among them but they are 
manufactured and did not evolve on their own. For more 
details on Darwinism, please read the book Darwinism 
Refuted by Harun Yahya.

(4) The Historical Facts and the Qur’an 


The historical accounts in the Qur’an are precise, accurate 
and remarkable. How could a book revealed fourteen 
centuries ago in the deserts of Arabia contain such 
information! These include: 

* The King and the Pharaoh 

The stories of Prophet Musa (pbuh — peace be upon him) 
- i.e., Moses (pbuh) — and Prophet Yusuf (pbuh) - i.e., 
Joseph (pbuh) - are related in the Qur’an in detail so that 
we learn from them and receive guidance. Both of them 
lived in ancient Egypt at different times. The Qur’an, while 
referring to the ruler of Egypt at the time of Prophet Yusuf 
(pbuh), uses the word Malik (king).

& Sal BS ted 5d 
“The king said, 'Bring him (ie., Joseph) to me; I 
will appoint him exclusively for myself.’ And 
when he spoke to him, he said, 'Indeed, you (O 


Joseph) are today established (in position) and 
trusted."” [The Qur’an 12:54] 
However, the Egyptian ruler at the time of Prophet Musa 


(pbuh) is always mentioned as Fir’awn (pharaoh) in the 
Noble Qur’an. 
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“We had certainly given Moses nine evident 
signs, so ask the Children of Israel when he came 
to them and Pharaoh said to him, 'Indeed I think, 


O Moses, that you are bewitched.” 
[The Qur’an 17:101] 
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In the Qur’an, the Egyptian ruler at the time of Musa 
(pbuh) is never called king nor is the ruler of Egypt at the 
time of Yusuf (pbuh) ever called pharaoh. The Bible does 
not make any distinction between the two. The 
hieroglyphs deciphered in the 19th century show the 
reason for the different labels of these rulers. However, 
by the 4th century, the history of ancient Egypt and 
understanding of the hieroglyphs was lost. There was no 
such branch of knowledge called Egyptology and an in- 
depth knowledge of Egyptian history was unavailable 
when the Qur’an was being revealed while it was indeed 
required for one to make such a distinction. 


This also is a proof for the divine authorship of the 
Qur’an and it also refutes the lie that the Qur’an was 
copied from the Bible. 


* Haman as a Close Person to Pharaoh 


The name Haman occurs in the Qur’an as the name of one 
of the closest persons to the Pharaoh of the time of Musa 
(pbuh). Surprisingly, it never occurs in those parts of the 
Bible which relate to the life of Musa (pbuh). It occurs in 
the Bible, in Book of Esther of the Old Testament, as an 
enemy of Jews about a thousand years after Musa (pbuh). 
Some people, who allege that the Prophet (#%) copied the 
Qur’an from the Bible, claim that he made mistakes while 
copying and the mention of Haman is cited as an example. 
Such claims are absurd and their absurdity was made 
evident once again when the name Haman was found in 
the ancient Egyptian scripts after the hieroglyphs were 
deciphered. The dictionary of people in the New 
Kingdom, prepared based on the collection of all 
inscriptions, mentions Haman as the head of stone quarry 
workers. It is in perfect agreement with the Qur’an. 
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“Pharaoh said, 'O eminent ones, I have not known 
you to have a god other than me. Then ignite for 
me, O Haman, (a fire) upon the clay and make for 
me a tower that I may look at the God of Moses. 
And indeed, I think he is of the liars.” 

[The Qur’an 28:38] 

The Qur’an thus contains the historical information which 
was unknown to people at the time of Muhammad (28).

(5) The Prophecies in the Qur’an and the 


Prophecies of Muhammad (#2) in Various 


Religious Scriptures 


I. The prophecies made by the Qur’an, which came to be 
true even though the circumstances in which they were 
made were quite unfavourable, again indicate the source 
to be Allah, the Almighty God. These include: 

* The Victory of Romans within Nine years after their 
Defeat against Persians 

There was a war between the Persians and the Romans in 
which the Romans were defeated and crushed badly. The 
Persians were pagans and worshiped sun and fire while 
the Romans were the People of the Book. The pagans of 
Makkah used to tell the Muslims, “Our brethren (i.e., the 
Persians) defeated your brethren (i.e., the Romans).” 
Then, Allah revealed the following verses: 
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“The Romans have been defeated in the lowest (or 
nearest or close by) land, but they, after their 
defeat, will be victorious within three to nine 
years. To Allah belongs the command before and 
after. And that day the believers will rejoice.” 
[The Qur’an 30:2-4] 
According to the apparent circumstances, the Romans’ 
victory over the Persians seemed almost impossible. The 
pagans of Makkah bet with Abu Bakr (may Allah be 
pleased with him). The bet was made more than once and 


before the prohibition on betting was revealed. In a bet 
the time limit of nine years was set and the prize was one 
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hundred camels. The Romans defeated the Persians 
within this time. The truth of the Qur’an became manifest. 
Many people accepted Islam on this. These verses carry 
more than a miracle: 

(a) The battle had taken place in the Dead Sea basin, the 
lowest point on the surface of earth. It could not have 
been known by any human being at that time. 

(b) The Romans became victorious within the stated time 
of three to nine years. 

(c) The Roman victory over the Persians coincided with 
the Muslim victory over the polytheists. 


* The Protection of the Prophet (#8) from being Killed 
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“OQ Messenger, announce that which has been 
revealed to you from your Lord, and if you do not, 
then you have not conveyed His message. And 
Allah will protect you from the people.” 

[The Qur’an 5:67] 

Allah protected His Messenger (zs) from the evil plans of 
the people of Makkah who bore strong animosity against 
him and fought several battles against him, and also from 
the non-Muslims and hypocrites in Madeenah. 

* Abu Lahab’s persistence in Disbelief for Ten Years more 
until his Death 


“He (Abu Lahab) will ie ie in a Fire of blazing 
flames.” [The Qur’an 111:3] 


It was possible that he embraces Islam so that the Qur’an 
could be proved wrong. He had ten years’ time. The 
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Qur’an established it that he did not and will not accept 
Islam, so his abode will be Hellfire. As predicted, he died 
without accepting Islam. 

II. The prophecies of Muhammad (38), the final 


Messenger and final Prophet of Islam, in various religious 
scriptures’ are astonishing references to his 
Prophethood. Allah says in the Qur’an: 
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“Muhammad is not the father of any of your men, 
but (he is) the Messenger of Allah, and the Seal of 
the Prophets. An ah has full knowledge of a 
he Prophets. And Allah has full k ledge of all 

things.” [The Qur’an 33:40] 

When a document is sealed, it is complete. There can be 
no further addition or subtraction. Allah completed the 
long line of Messengers by sending the final Prophet, 
Muhammad (%). There has been and will be no Prophet 
after Muhammad (2%). The later ages will need scholars 
and reformers, not Prophets. It is not an arbitrary matter. 


It is a decree full of knowledge and wisdom, for Allah has 
full knowledge of all things. Prophet Muhammad (32) said: 
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“Indeed, Messengership and Prophethood have 


been terminated, so there shall be no Messenger 
after me, nor any Prophet.” 
[Jami at-Tirmidhi, Hadeeth 2272 (Saheeh)]

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(6) The Truthfulness and Trustworthiness 


of Prophet Muhammad (22) 


Prophet Muhammad (2%) lived among the people of 
Makkah as acommon man for 40 years before Allah made 
him a Prophet. The people of Makkah attested to his 
truthfulness, trustworthiness, honesty, generosity and 
good manners. They gave him the title of As-Sadiq (the 
Truthful) and Al-Ameen (the Trustworthy). 
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When it was revealed to Muhammad (2%), “And warn 
your tribe of near-kindred.” [Al-Qur’an 26:214], he 
ascended Mount Safa and called various tribes of Quraysh 
till they were assembled. Those who could not come 
themselves sent their messengers to see what was there. 
Abu Lahab and other people from Quraysh came. The 
Prophet (2%) then said, “Suppose I told you that there 
is an (enemy) cavalry in the valley intending to 
attack you, would you believe me?” They said, 
“Yes, for we have not found you telling anything 
other than the truth.” He then said, “I am a plain 
warner to you of a coming severe punishment.” 
[Saheeh Al-Bukhari, Kitab-ut-Tafseer, Hadeeth 4770 ] 
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The message of Prophet Muhammad (28) is the 
final message of Allah, for all people, and is meant until 
the Last Day. A lot of evidence is provided to convince a 
sincere seeker of truth. The Prophet (#%) began his mission 
at the age of forty without any prior indication of the 
mission, knowing that his father had died when he was 
still in his mother’s womb and his mother died when he 
was six years old. Who assured him that he would live 
after forty to complete his mission? Who made him sure 
about the success of his mission, even though he had lost 
relatives before? Indeed, it’s Allah alone who says: 
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“Say (O Prophet): If Allah had willed, I would 
not have recited it to you, nor would He have 
made it known to you, for I had remained among 
you a lifetime before it. Then will you not 
reason?” [The Qur’an 10:16] 

The truthfulness and trustworthiness of Prophet 
Muhammad (28), the final Messenger of Islam, is among 


the evidences of the truthfulness and trustworthiness of 
the Message of Islam. 
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(7) The Inimitability of the Qur’an 


The inimitability of the Qur’an is the most fundamental 
proof for it being the Word of Allah. If you think that the 
Qur’an is not the Word of Allah, then produce a book like 
it. lf not a complete book, then just ten chapters like it. If 
not ten, just one! Try and produce a chapter like any 
chapter of the Qur’an which is comparable to it in beauty, 
eloquence, depth, meaning, information and message. 
The shortest Surah is hardly ten words! 
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“This is the Book (of Allah), there is no doubt in 
it, (in it is) guidance for those who have Taqwa.”" 
[The Qur’an 2:2] 

Allah further says: 
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“And if you are in doubt about what We have sent 
down (i.e., the Qur’an) upon Our Servant (i.e., 
Muhammad), then produce a Surah the like 
thereof and call upon your witnesses (and 
supporters) other than Allah, if you are truthful. 
But if you do not - and certainly you cannot - 


then fear the Fire, whose fuel is people and stones, 
prepared for the disbelievers.” [The Qur’an 2:23-24] 


* Taqwa means the virtue to fear and protect oneself (from 
evils and Allah’s displeasure). The Qur’an shows a person with 
this virtue the Way to attain the pleasure of Allah, peace in 
this world and paradise in the Hereafter. 
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This challenge is for all other than Allah. If you think Jinns 
or some other creatures can do it, let them try. Many 
people have tried and failed miserably. Some of them 
accepted Islam. This is the most fundamental of the many 
proofs for the Qur’an being a revelation from Allah, 
though it is not the only miraculous aspect of the Qur’an. 
In order to fully understand this miraculous aspect of the 
Qur’an one has to be an expert in the Arabic language. 


A way for non-Arabs or those not expert in Arabic 
to understand this miraculous aspect of the Qur’an will be 
mentioned now is this chapter. The Arabs of the Prophet’s 
time were very eloquent and proud of their language. 
They had great orators, poets, literati and masters of the 
language. They were given a simple challenge. Instead of 
accepting and meeting it, they fought several battles 
against Prophet Muhammad (#), putting their lives and 
properties in risk and losing many of them. They only 
needed to produce a Surah like any Surah of the Qur’an, 
meet the challenge and the Prophet’s mission would have 
failed. This shows that it must have been impossible for 
them; otherwise, they would not have fought so many 
battles. The Prophet (#%) eventually emerged victorious. 
They had only to produce a Surah like any Surah of the 
Qur’an but they did not and, in fact, they could not. This 
challenge of the Qur’an remains unmet to this day. 


For more than fourteen centuries, people have 
been trying, failing miserably and going into oblivion. The 
Qur’an is the most influential, the most admired and 
venerated and the most positive book in the world. Owing 
to its great merits, it is also the most criticised book in the 
world, obviously by the wrong people, those ignorant of 
its message, those who did not understand it, those who 
misunderstood it and those who hate the Truth. 
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During the short period of 23 years of its revelation 
and practical implementation by the Prophet (#%), the 
complete Arabian Peninsula was transformed from 
idolatry and paganism to worship of Allah (the one and 
only true God), from tribal quarrels and wars to national 
solidarity and cohesion, from drunkenness and 
debauchery to sobriety and piety, from lawlessness and 
anarchy to disciplined living, from utter bankruptcy to the 
highest standards of moral excellence. Human history has 
never known such a complete transformation of a people 
or a place before or since; and, imagine, all these 
unbelievable wonders in just over two decades! Within a 
century of the Prophet’s death at the age of 63, Islam had 
spread to Spain in the West and as far East as China. It was 
clear that the message was not limited to the Arabs but 
was meant for the whole of humanity. The revelation of 
the Qur’an to Prophet Muhammad (28) and his practical 
implementation of the revelation completed Allah’s 
blessing for humanity in providing us with a belief and 
value system valid for all times. The Qur’an confirms the 
revelations given to earlier Prophets, though these might 
not be accessible to us, in the form they were originally 
revealed. This divine message directly appeals to the 
human mind, heart and soul and has caused it to move 
nations and civilizations. It will continue to guide those 
who turn to Allah sincerely until the Last Day. 
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(8) The Design in the Universe 


There is an extremely intricate design, balance and order 
in the universe, which is maintained with great power, 
knowledge and wisdom. A slight deviation in it would 
have led to chaos and destruction. It points to an 
extremely powerful, knowledgeable and wise Designer, 
Ruler, Controller and Sustainer of the universe, whom we 
call Allah (the only true God). A computer, for instance, 
cannot be a result of random events, chance and 
coincidence. It is absurd to believe that the design in the 
universe, which is far more intricate, is without a 
raion The Qur’an says: 
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“Allah - there is no deity except Him, the Ever- 
Living, the Sustainer of (all) existence. Neither

eat 


drowsiness overtakes Him nor sleep. To Him 
belongs whatever is in the heavens and whatever 
is in the earth.” [The Qur’an 2:255] 
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“Rely upon the Ever-Living (Allah) who does not 
die, and exalt (Him) with His praise. And 
sufficient is He to be, with the sins of His 
servants, Aware - He who created the heavens 


and the earth and whatever is between them.” 
[The Qur’an 25:58-59] 
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“Indeed, His is the creation and the command; 
blessed is Allah, the Lord and Sustainer of the 
worlds.” [The Qur’an 7:54] 


If there had been more than one god, it would have led to 
conflict, disorder, chaos and destruction. They would 
have fought each other, taking help from some god(s) to 
overcome other god(s) as we see in mythologies. The 
multiplicity of gods is intellectually indefensible, 
considering the unity of design in the universe. 
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“Had there been therein (in the heavens and the 
earth) gods besides Allah, then verily both (the 
heavens and the earth) would have been ruined. 
Glorified be Allah, the Lord of the Throne, (High 
is He) above what they attribute to Him!” 

[The Qur’an 21:22] 


A similar message is given in the Qur’an, Surah 17, Ayah 42 
and Surah 23, Ayah 91. 
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(9) The Big Bang: Chaos or Order! 


The scientists explain the creation of the universe as a 
widely accepted phenomenon, known as the Big Bang. 
According to it, the whole universe was initially one entity 
(Primary Nebula) and then there was a ‘Big Bang’ 
(Secondary Separation) which resulted in the formation 
of galaxies, stars, planets, the sun, the moon, etc. The 
point to be noted here is that it must have been under the 
control of a transcendent and powerful agency; 
otherwise, it would have led to chaos and disorder and 
not to the balance and order that we find in the universe. 
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“Or were they created by nothing, or were they 

the creators (of themselves)? Or did they create 


the heavens and the earth? Rather, they are not 
certain.” [The Qur’an 52:35-36] 


Nothing cannot create anything as it is itself non-existent. 
One cannot create itself because it was already non- 
existent. According to the Big Bang, not only did matter 
and energy not exist before the Big Bang but also space 
and time did not exist. So, where did everything come 
from? We do not see something coming from nothing but 
this universe has a beginning. It points to a transcendent 
being (Almighty Allah) whose nature is different from that 
of this universe, whose time and place is incomparable 
with the worldly time and space, and He is the Creator of 
mass-energy and space-time. It is possible that there were 
(created) things (even) before this universe and there are 
surely things beyond the reach of our observation. 
However, an infinite series of creators, causes or 
dependees is logically absurd as will be elaborated in the 
next chapter —- The Dependency. 
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(10) The Dependency 


When we consider the universe and various things and 
phenomena in it, we find that they are created, caused 
and dependent. If two or more things seem to be 
interdependent for certain needs, yet they depend on 
other things for other needs or even (partly) for the same 
needs for which they seem to be interdependent. 
Interdependence means being mutually dependent, not 
independent. If it is supposed that all things in the 
universe are mutually interdependent, it would again lead 
to the realization of the dependence of the universe as a 
whole, for such a configuration and design, on a 
transcendent and absolutely Independent Being. 


A depender (creation) depends on a dependee 
(creator) and if that dependee (creator) depends on 
another dependee (another creator), then this series of 
dependers and dependees (creations and creators) 
continues but it cannot continue to infinity because if it 
continues to infinity, then nothing would have been 
existent nor any need fulfilled. To understand this, 
suppose that you have to move a heavy table for which 
you require help of another person. You ask someone to 
help you but he says that he will help you if another 
person helps him and that another person puts the same 
condition and this series goes on to infinity. Will the table 
ever get moved? No! But if the table has got moved that 
means the series ended at a person who did not need the 
help of another person. 

Therefore, the series of dependers and dependees 
ends at the independent dependee and the series of 
creations and creators ends at the uncreated creator. Our 
existence is a sign of the existence of Allah, on whom all 
things (including us) depend but He does not depend on 
anything. He is the (uncreated) Creator of all things. 
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“Allah is the Creator of all things. And He is, over 


all things, the Guardian and Disposer of all 
affairs.” [The Qur’an 39:62] 
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“Indeed, We _ created all things with 
predestination.” [The Qur’an 54:49] 


Allah has destined for everything its characteristics which 
are a part of its Qadr (Destiny). So, not only the second 
last entity in the finite series (of dependers and 
dependees) mentioned above depends on_ the 
independent dependee (Allah) but all things depend on 
Allah. The universe and various things and phenomena in 
it do not have the will (choice) to choose their Qadr or 
change it on their own. That’s the Creator’s job. 


Allah destines perfectly and absolutely. He is the 
doer of all that He intends and He has absolute power 
over all things. We as human beings have a limited free 
will because Allah has willed so. 
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“And you do not will except that Allah wills.” 
[The Qur’an 76:30 | 


The assigning of characteristics to all things is done by a 
single being — Allah — with enormous power and skill. If 
there had been more than one such beings, it would have 
led to conflict, disorder and chaos, and the design and 
entire fabric of the universe would have been destroyed. 
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“Say: He (my Lord) is Allah, the One and Only; 
Allah, the Absolute and Eternal; He begets not, 
nor is He begotten; and there is none like unto 
Him.” [The Qur’an 112:1-4] 

The Arabic word ‘As-Samad’ translated as ‘the Absolute 
and Eternal’ also means the One who is not dependent on 


any person or thing but all persons and things are 
dependent on Him (i.e., the independent dependee). 
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“O humankind, you are those in need of Allah, 
while Allah is the Free of need, the Praiseworthy.” 
[The Qur’an 35:15] 
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“There is nothing like unto Him; and He is the 
All-Hearing, the All-Seeing.” [The Qur’an 42:11] 


Allah - the Exalted and Glorious — is not like any person or 
thing that we see or can imagine. His nature and 
attributes are unique. He cannot be judged or measured 
by the standards or metrics of the creation. 
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(11) The Comprehensive and Noble Teachings 


The comprehensive and noble teachings of Islam are 
among the proofs of its truthfulness. Islam is a complete 
way of life and it is the solution to the problems of 
humanity. It provides guidelines for a just and peaceful 
society, proper human conduct and an_ equitable 
economic system. Man-made systems can never reach 
such excellence and perfection. Islam deals with all the 
subjects that concern us as human beings: beliefs 
(especially Tawheed or Islamic Monotheism), wisdom, 
morals, ethics, doctrine, worship, code of conduct and 
law. The teachings of Islam are applicable to all people at 
all times. One can earn Allah’s favour through true belief 
and righteous deeds only — not through race, caste, 
colour, wealth, gender, age, etc. This is the fundamental 
message of all the Prophets of Islam. Every Messenger 
called his people to the worship of Allah alone and to his 
obedience as the Messenger of Allah. A person with pure 
nature and sound intellect naturally believes in and 
accepts the teachings of Islam when he knows them 
correctly. The Qur’an convinces a person with pure nature 
and sound intellect that it is from God. 
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“Indeed, this Qur’an guides to that which is most 
suitable and gives glad tidings to the believers 
who do righteous deeds that they will have a great 
reward.” [The Qur’an 17:9] 


Islam teaches pure monotheism, has the only preserved 
scriptures and gives respect to all Prophets. Islam 
advocates excellent moral values, modesty and chastity. 
Islam encourages reasoning and seeking knowledge. It 
preaches individual accountability and rejects the concept 
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of Original Sin. It teaches balance, mercy and forgiveness, 
and calls to equality of humankind and opposes 
discrimination on the basis of caste, colour, race etc. while 
stating true faith and righteous deeds to be the only 
criterion for superiority in the sight of Allah. It gives 
freedom of religion, not of committing crimes in the name 
of religion, while making it clear that Islam is the only way 
to salvation. Islam promotes justice, peace and universal 
brotherhood. It protects human rights, including the 
rights of parents, women, relatives, neighbours, orphans, 
widows and needy, and also the rights of animals. It 
teaches all noble virtues, such as: honesty, truthfulness, 
trustworthiness, humbleness, compassion, and so on. 

Islam is without doubt the best religion but the 
enemies of Islam spread false information against Islam, 
misquote Islamic scriptures and project points out of 
proportion. Their allegations against Islam are refuted 
when examined in the light of facts and Islamic texts 
understood correctly in proper context.

(12) The Remarkable Accuracy and 


Perfection of the Qur’an 


There is no verse of the Qur’an which is proven to be 
incorrect. Instead, the accuracy and perfection of the 
Qur’an is amazing and convinces a sincere seeker of truth 
that it is the truth from Allah. Suppose, you get the top 
eye specialist of the world to write a book about eye, it 
will not be difficult to find mistakes in that book and to 
excel it in the light of more knowledge and new 
discoveries. With the passage of time, more mistakes will 
be found. If a professor of a college writes, the mistakes 
will be more. If a student of a college writes, mistakes will 
be much more. If alayman writes, the mistakes will be too 
many. And with the passage of time, more mistakes will 
be found in their works and better books will be written. 
The greatest scientists of humanity have made scientific 
mistakes. The greatest men in literature etc. have made 
mistakes in their works. But here is a book, the Qur’an, 
presented by an unlettered man with such a remarkable 
accuracy, precision and perfection with regard to science, 
literature, history, geography, society, prophecies, 
economics, law, justice, morals, theology, politics, and so 
on, yet not a single mistake is proven in fourteen 
centuries. What is it if not a miracle!

Just prove a single contradiction or mistake in the Qur’an 
and the Qur’an will be disproved to be the Word of God. 
You will never be able to do so. It’s a challenge. You may 
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misunderstand something in the Qur’an and feel that it’s 
a mistake but after careful consideration and convincing 
reply your misunderstanding will vanish. No one has been 
nor would anyone ever be able to prove any contradiction 
or mistake in the Qur’an. 
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(13) The Preservation of the Qur’an, 


the Sunnah and the Arabic Language 


The Qur’an is the Word of Allah which was revealed to 
Prophet Muhammad (28) in Arabic language more than 
1400 years ago. It is preserved in its original Arabic form. 
The translations and interpretations of the Qur’an in other 
languages help us to come closer to the original but they 
are human handiwork and contain mistakes as well. They 
can neither replace the original nor are they meant to do 
so. Arabic is not only a living language but a major 
language of the world. The Arabic language has the 
honour of being widely spoken language for (at least) one 
and a half millennium. 


The scriptures of most religions have been 
distorted and their original languages have become dead. 
Since the Qur’an is meant to be followed until the Last 
Day, it has been preserved - both in recitation and in 
writing. No one has been nor would anyone be able to 
change any word of the Qur’an because Allah has 
promised to protect it as He says: 
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“We have, without doubt, sent down the Message 


(and the Reminder); and We will assuredly guard 
it.” [The Qur’an 15:9] 


Allah has preserved not only the Qur’an but also the 
Sunnah of the Prophet (#%) and the Arabic language - 
which are required to understand the message of Islam. 
That’s phenomenal. The message of Islam with its original 
language is preserved, accessible and being propagated. 
Why not so with the other religions? The preservation of 
the Qur’an is the fulfilment of the prophecy and promise 
made in the Qur’an. In the last fourteen centuries, many 
people have attempted to change, distort and even 
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obliterate the Qur’an but they have failed miserably and 
all such attempts will continue to fail. This also is a sign 
that the Qur’an is from Allah, the Almighty. 
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(14) Where is Allah? 


Allah has power over all things and knowledge of all 
things but He Himself is above, the Highest, above the 
heavens and above Al-Arsh (the Throne) in a manner that 
suits His Majesty, distinct from His entire creation and not 
in it. The Qur’an says: 


& GHA Bsall Je SAM) 
“The Most Gracious (Allah) is established above 
the Throne.” [The Qur’an 20:5] 


The words ‘Istawa Ald’ used in various places in the Qur’an 
signify to rise over something and to be high, elevated 
and established over, on or above something. Allah is 
high, elevated and established over and above the Throne 
in a manner that suits His Majesty. Everything other than 
Allah is His creation including the Throne and He does not 
depend on His creation. Instead, everything other than 
Him depends on Him. Allah’s Throne is one of His 
creations and He knows how it is. We should not assume 
it to be like the thrones of human beings. Allah being 
above His Throne is not like us being on our thrones. Some 
people, who don’t realize this, argue that Allah being 
above the Throne means that He (Ma’az-Allaah) is either 
equal to or smaller than it, not greater than it. However, 
this is absurd. The seven heavens are above us, the 
Throne is above the heavens, yet the heavens and the 
Throne are much greater than us. Allah is the Greatest and 
there is nothing comparable to or like Him. The Qur’an 


(87:1) says: 
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“Glorify the Name of your Lord, the Most High.” 
And the Qur’an (2:255) says: 
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“And He is the Highest, the Greatest.” 


Allah being above, the Highest and above the Throne is 
known through evidence but one cannot imagine or 
exemplify its howness or manner. Allah has a real and 
unique existence. He is transcendent and there is no 
likeness of Him. The Qur’an says in various places, such as 
7:54; 10:33 13:2; 25:59; 32:4; and 57:4, that Allah created the 
heavens and the earth in six Days or stages or periods of 
time (Ayyaam) and established Himself above the Throne 
ina manner that suits His Majesty. The Qur’an says: 
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“There is nothing like unto Him; and He is the 
All-Hearing, the All-Seeing.” [The Qur’an 42:11] 


The Qur’an 70:4; 35:10; 16:102; 6:18, 61 and 16:50 say that 
things ascend to Him and descend from Him and He is 
above His creation in a manner which suits His Majesty 
and which we cannot imagine or exemplify. He is not like 
any person or thing that we see or can imagine. His nature 
and attributes are unique and cannot be judged and 
measured by the standards and metrics of the creation. 
Allah hears and sees in the manner that suits His Majesty, 
not like us or any other creation. Such _ similarities 
between Allah’s attributes and those of humankind exist 
only in name, not in manner or degree. When used in 
reference to Allah, they are taken in the absolute sense, 
free from human deficiencies, and their Kayfiyah 
(howness or manner) is unknown to all of us. 


Allah, unlike His creation, has no gender. The word 
Huwa (He) for Allah is used only as unreal masculine 
pronoun in Arabic, not as real masculine pronoun, 
because linguistically the word ‘Allah’ falls in that 
category. Moreover, the word ‘Allah’ has no plural. The 
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word Nahnu (We) is used by Allah in the Qur’an as the 
royal plural or the plural of respect, not as the plural of 
number. Allah also uses the singular pronouns (Ana, etc.) 
in the Qur’an which mean: |, Me, My etc. 


All the Names and Attributes of Allah are unique; 
they have different meanings, e.g., mercy is different 
from knowledge and Allah is Ar-Raheem (the Most 
Merciful) and also Al-Aleem (the All-Knowing) and all of 
them point to Him alone and no one else; they are His 
own, not granted by someone; they are perfect, not with 
limitations and errors; and they are eternal, have always 
existed and will exist always. Allah is the only one and also 
the best one to manifest His Names and Attributes as and 
when He wills. E.g., His name and attribute of being Al- 
Khaliq (the Creator, the only one who can create 
something from nothing and also something from other 
things) got manifested when He created. 


We must describe Allah only as He has described 
Himself in the Noble Qur’an and His Messenger has 
described Him in the Saheeh Ahadeeth, affirming the 
obvious meanings of His Names and Attributes, without 
giving them meanings other than their obvious meanings 
and without trying to explain their Kayfiyah (howness or 
manner) because none of us knows their Kayfiyah. We 
must not give Him new names and attributes or the 
attributes of His creation. Allah’s Names and Attributes 
must not be given to His creation. Only He has these 
Loftiest and Most Beautiful Names and Attributes and 
only He deserves to be worshipped. 
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(15) Conclusion 


Islam is the only religion and way of life which has the 
evidence that it is the truth. The Glorious Qur’an is the 
book of guidance from Allah, the only true God, with the 
evidence and the message combined. It is the constitution 
revealed for the whole world. It makes the truth clear and 
invites to the Right Path. The people who understand and 
follow it are raised to the highest moral, intellectual and 
social standard and in the Hereafter a great reward awaits 
them. It leads them to the ultimate and ever-lasting 
success, achievement, honour and satisfaction. The 
people who reject it, on the contrary, degrade, 
degenerate and decay and a great torment awaits them 
in the Hereafter. They are led to the ultimate and ever- 
lasting failure, loss, humiliation and regrets. 


The Qur’an is an eternal miracle given to Prophet 
Muhammad (3%) as proof of his Prophethood and a 
challenge to all other than Allah. By understanding it, we 
know our Creator as He has described Himself, we know 
the purpose of life on this earth and what we are 
supposed to do in this life, we become aware of the 
consequences of our beliefs and actions, and we know we 
have to worship Allah alone and follow the Sunnah of His 
Messenger (2%) recorded in the Saheeh Ahadeeth, we 
know we have to be just with our fellow human beings 
and make good and lawful use of the things which Allah 
has put under our control. 


The Qur’an confirms and renews the relationship 
between human being and his Creator and reinstates the 
sincere and correct Coe of Allah, who says: 
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“Then let them respond to Me and believe in Me 
that they may be rightly guided.” [The Qur’an 2:186] 
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The Qur’an contains the same message of the Oneness of 
God, the Prophethood and the accountability in the 
Hereafter that was conveyed by all the Prophets of God 
from Adam to Muhammad (peace be upon them). 


This booklet presents a brief introduction to Islam 
and some evidence for the truthfulness of Islam. Some 
people accept the truth on knowing only one or a few 
signs. Some require more to be convinced and then they 
accept. Allah has promised to show every human being 
His signs until it becomes clear to him that this is the truth. 
Some close their eyes, ears and hearts to the truth and do 
not affirm and speak the truth. The Qur’an condemns 
such a closed mentality. 
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“Deaf, dumb and blind, they will not return (to 
the Right Path).” [The Qur’an 2:18] 


Every human being is born as a Muslim and so were they. 
They have gone far away from Islam and their attitude has 
made them a hopeless case. Imagine! Our Lord, Allah, 
who cares for our material needs and has created for us 
so many things, has He left us without any (spiritual) 
message and guidance? No, besides granting us a sound 
nature and ability to reason, He has made the truth very 
clear by sending His Prophets and Messengers from the 
very beginning with clear proofs and revealing a divine 
book in every age for the people of the respective age 
according to their requirements and circumstances. 
According to the Qur’an and the Saheeh Ahadeeth, Islam 
is the one and only faith and way of life consistently 
revealed by Allah to humankind from the very beginning. 
Aadam (Adam), Nooh (Noah), Sulayman (Solomon), 
Dawood (David), Ibraheem (Abraham), Musa (Moses), 
Eesa (Jesus) and many others (peace be upon them) - 
Prophets of Islam who appeared at different times and 
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places — conveyed the same basic message of at-Tawheed 
(Islamic Monotheism), ar-Risalah (the Messengership) 
and al-Aakhirah (the Hereafter). They were not the 
founders of different religions. 


The original message of the Prophets, who came 
before Muhammad (2%), was distorted and split into 
various religions by people of different ages. They 
invented new things in the religion for which they had no 
authority. They omitted and hid the truth in the original 
scriptures which did not suit their desires. They changed 
the original scriptures and attributed their own writings 
to God. The Books given to those Prophets were meant 
only for a limited time and place and not for all humankind 
until the Last Day. Allah did not preserve them while He 
could have if He wanted. Rather, their preservation was 
left as a test to the people. 


Prophet Muhammad (8) is the last and _ final 
Prophet of Islam and the message which he brought is 
meant till the Last Day. So, it was preserved by Allah to be 
the source of guidance until the Last Day. The Glorious 
Qur’an and the Saheeh Ahadeeth contain a complete 
code of life for the individual and society. The Islamic way 
of life is far superior to the ways that human being has 
invented out of sheer ignorance. 
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“Indeed, the only religion and way of life 
acceptable in the sight of Allah is Islam. And 
those who were given the Scripture did not differ 


except after knowledge had come to them - out of 
jealous animosity among them. And whoever

disbelieves in the Signs of Allah, then indeed, 
Allah is swift in (taking) account.” [The Qur’an 3:19] 
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“And whoever desires other than Islam as religion 
—- never will it be accepted of him; and in the 
Hereafter, he will be among the losers.” 

[The Qur’an 3:85] 


It is Allah whose orders and laws the full universe follows 
and it is He who has given us a limited free will to test us 
and make the righteous and the wicked evident with a 
complete record of their intentions, thoughts and deeds. 
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“Blessed is He in whose hand is the Dominion, 
and He is over all things competent - He who 
created death and life to test you as to which of 
you is best in deed - and He is the Exalted in 
Might, the Oft-Forgiving.” [The Qur’an 67:1-2] 


The life in this world is a test for the next life in a different 
world - the Hereafter - which is far better (for the 
righteous believers) and everlasting. Yet most people 
prefer this world over the Hereafter. Allah has given every 
human being some time in this world and a limited free 
will to make the choices between good and evil, truth and 
error. After he dies, he will be resurrected on the Day of 
Judgment with the rest of humankind. A person may 
receive some reward or punishment in this world but the 
final reward and punishment will only be given in the 
Hereafter by Allah, the All-Just. 
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“Every soul will ny a taste of death, and only on 
the Day of Judgment shall you be paid your 
recompense in full. Only he who is saved far from 
the Hellfire and admitted to the Paradise will 
have attained the (ultimate) success. And the life 
of this world is but goods and chattels of 
deception.” [The Qur’an 3:185] 
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“And We did not grant to any human being 
before you eternity (on earth); so if you die (O 
Prophet) - would they live forever? Every soul 
will taste death. And We test you with evil and 
with good as trial; and to Us you will be returned.” 
[The Qur’an 21:34-35 ] 


We should have a balance of hope in Allah’s mercy and 
fear of His punishment. The purpose of our life is to 
worship Allah alone in the way taught by His Messenger 
(#8). We should be grateful for the countless blessings and 
favours of Allah and especially grateful in prosperity and 
patient in adversity. Whatever we do is being recorded 
with our thoughts, beliefs and intentions. We must follow 
the Guidance of Allah because that is the only way to 
salvation and ultimate success. We should also have 
genuine hope and concern for others to be guided. 
Finally, we all have to return to Allah and be accountable.
